The third seat in the constituency is presently occupied Jty'HIROKAWA Kozen 
of the Liberal-Democratic Party (LDP), but HIRQKAKA has about decided to 
transfer his candidacy to a Fukushima constituency,? possibly the Third, 
because he believes that he will be defeated if both he and KAYA run in the 
Third Tokyo constituency. This belief is based on HIROKAWA * a experience in 
1953, when he lost tp^oASUI Daikichi of the YOSHIDa Shigeru faction of the LDPr 
YASUI's victory was'in large part due to the fact tha^lATO Eisaku disbursed 
large sums of money into the right hands, and slnca#at is believed that SATO 
would similarly manage KAYA *3 campaign, in fact if not in name, HIROKAWA fears 
that similar tactics would result in a repetition of his defeat.
